Do Some Robbing|: 


WRIGHT CITES 
DANGER IN LACK 
OF AIRSHIPS 


ee 


Two Years Required to 


Equip Army and Navy 
with Necessary Graft, 


Mr. Wright, as America’s moat 


distinguished aeroplane expert and 
inventor, is to be invited by the sec- 


retary of the navy to join with 
Thomas A. Edison nd others on an 
advisory board to aid in the rehabil- 
it ation and construction of defenses 
United States.

In this connection Secretary Dan- 


BY ORVILLE WRIGHT. 

It would be folly for the United States 
to engage in war today with any of the 
Buropean powers owing to our utter un- 
preparedness in the line of aeronautical 
equipment. Two years would be res 
quired for this country to acquire the 
aeroplanes needed to assurc protection, — 
even in time of peace, 

The principal reason for this is our 
present inability to build the quantity 
and type of motors required. Plans we 
can turn out quickly, but steps which 
have been taken toward perfecting moto: g 
are feeble, to say the least. 


Only Few Machines in Use. 
We have only a few aeroplanes in com- 
mission. A conservative estimate of the 
number of machines needed by the navy 
alone, based on information given by 
naval officers, places the figures some- 
where around 1,000. Some of the best in- 
formed officers have told me that 1,300 
would be required. 

Allowing that the navy needs the high- 
er figure, and by estimating the require- 
mente of the army at 700, the United 
States should have, to insure reasonabie 
protection in time of peace, 2,000 ma- 
chines. These would suffice as a guaran- 
tee of safety in case of sudden war while 
we brought our equipment up to the pro- 
portions demanded by the occasion. 

I do not advocate the acquisition of too 
many machines because I happen to be in 
the aeroplane business. In fact, I believe 
that the possession of too much military 
equipment leads to war. The evidence of 
that is in Burope. But I do believe that 
this country should have enough war 
paraphernalia to protect itself while it 
completed more elaborate preparations. 


Lack of Motors a 
It the government were to take over all 
of the aeroplane plants in the country it 
would be possible to turn out the planes in 
short order. Perhaps the number sug- 
gested coould be built in six months. But 
the lack of motors would delay their com- 
pletion. i 

Then, too, the problem of training men 
ig a serious one. There should be at least 
three men for each machine, and, of 
course, at first the dearth of machines 
would make the training process slow. 
The small number of available officers 
also must be considered. 
What would stimulate most the manu- 
facture of aeroplanes here would be some 
real business from the government. If 
@ builder knew that he had a market for, 
say, 100 machines, provided they came up 
to the requirements laid down by the au- 


doctor. It's right near the street cars. thorities, tt would prove the most power 


ful incentive possible. 

Climbers Have Advantage. 
As to the percentage of fast scouting — 
machines and of weight carriers, that is 
a question for the military and navel au- 


therities to determine. I do not care to 


express an opinion on that. However, 
1 firmly believe that the machine which 
will ¢limb most rapidly has a greet ad- 
vantage in military work. The aviator 
who can climb readily and keep above his 
opponent would, in my opinion, have the 
better of it. Such reports as we have bad 
from the front seem to indicate that. 
These reports from the zone of war are 
eo muddled and contradictory that it is 
herd to base an opinion on them. To be 
sure of our ground we shall have to await 
a time when more authentic information 
can be obtained. It is known positively, 
however, that the warring powers are in- 
creasing their output of aeroplanes as fast 
as possible, but how near their present 
supply is to their needs is not known.

ROME, June 19.—In Italy, as in all 
the other countries at war, the commander 
in chief ot the army has sprung over 
night into a worship approaching idola- 
try—inté a popularity which even the 
presence of the king at the front in the 
midst of his troops has done little to dim. 

Pictures of him appear alongside those 
of the royal family on the mantelpiece in 
the humblest cottages. And many a de- 
vout mother, praying for the safety of 
her son at the front, commends him alike 
to God and Gen. Cadorna. 

Cadorna is not a new man, not tone 
known man, as was the case with Joffre 
Although ‘without a great deal of prac- 
tical experience, nevertheless he has long 
been an accepted authority on things 
military. His books on tactics, on attacks 
and on discipline have been manuals of 
all the Italian army officers. 


Comes of Military Family. 

He comes of a military family and has 
never known other influence of environ- 
ment. His father was the Gen. Ca- 
dorna who commanded the Fifth army 
corps at Costozza and Verona during the 
wars of 1848 and 1866 with the Austrians. 
And later, in 1870, this same veteran was 
foremost among those who fought for the 
¢| separation of church anad state and took 
Rome from the Pope. 

So that since earliest days, Gen. Ca- 


| dorna has heard nothing but the talk 


of war around him, the hatred of op- 
pression, whether that oppression was 

the church or of the Austrians. He has 
Known what it is to go to bed nights with 
dread of the Austrians in his heart, and 
not know whether the morning would 
find him fatherless, for he was 16 at the 
time of the last Austrian war. 

So that is why the country people say 
to you sometimes: ‘* He knows—our gen- 
eral—what is. in our dae. He, aa 
gone through it all.” | 

Enters Miltary School at 10. 

When he was only 10 he was entered in 
the military school at Milan—that same 
gchood which turned out the straight, 
eager young officers with whom I traveled 
to Bologna last week—and then at 18 he 
went to the academy at Turin. 

After that came more severe courses at 
the Scuola di Guerra, which is only for 
the cleverer of the students; and always 
he did more than was asked of him, Al- 

ways he was thinking of new plans, new 
strategies. He was the one to propound 
original theorems, to suggest new, in- 
teresting and hard studiés for his class.

Gen. Alfred Machuce, a Carranzista 
chieftain at the head of 4,000 troops, en- 
tered the city on that day and took pos- 
session of the national palace. He imme- 
diately assured newspaper men that the 
victorious troops would treat the populace 
with every consideration and that he per- 
eonely would see to the punishment of 
any officers or soldiers guilty of any of- 
tense against civilians, _ 

The waterworks was recaptured and 
a partial resumption of street car service 
was made possible. 

Seloons and dance halls have been 
closed by general order. 

One Killed. 

Only one foreigner is known to have 
lost his life during the fighting. Julian de 
La Traz, a Swiss, is reported to have been 
shot by followers of Zapata while he was 
defending his four daughters. He died in 
the American hospital. 

The Mexico City Country club, whose 
membership is made up principally of 
Americans, again was entered by Zapata 
adherents for the purpose of looting. The 
building was quickly surrounded by Car- 
ranza’s men, who killed fourteen looters 
and made 120 prisoners. 

Gen. Gonzales himself is now at Villa 
Guadalupe, four miles from the city.
